No  change  has  been  made  in  these  arrangements  at 
Ipswich  which  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Mortuary  accommodation  is  provided  for  post  mortems. 

(6)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  deals  with  any  case  with  their 
stretcher  that  is  kept  near  the  Cottage  Hospital.  Motor 
Ambulances  are  easily  obtained  from  Ipswich. 

(iii)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

Nurse  Goodman  has  been  working  in  the  District  since 
May,  1935,  until  the  end  of  the  year  when  she  left  to  get 
married. 

She  is  a trained  Nurse  and  a Midwife. 

She  attended  14  confinements  in  the  district,  eight  of 
these  as  a Midwife,  calling  in  a doctor  on  five  occasions, 
and  six  as  a Maternity  Nurse  working  with  a doctor.  She 
also  paid  the  following  visits,  a considerably  less  number 
than  last  year.

Dr.  Atkinson,  of  the  County  Staff,  attends  once  a fort- 
night.

(v)  Hospitals. 

(a)  Without  the  area — Isolation. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  in  cur  arrangements  with 
Ipswich  Isolation  Hospital.  We  sent  two  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  a case  of  Paratyphoid,  and  a case  of  Acute  Polio 
Encephalitis,  two  of  these  cases  were  paid  for  by  the  patients. 
Our  expenditure  for  the  year  was  £31 : 12  : 0 which  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  heavy  expenditure  of  the  last  two 
years. 
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( b ) Within  the  area. 

The  Aldeburgh  Cottage  Hospital,  supported  entirely  by 
voluntary  contributions,  is  staffed  with  a Sister,  two  Staff 
Nurses  and  a Probationer.  Miss  Gilbert  left  in  May  and 
Miss  Partridge  succeeded  her  as  Sister  in  July. 

The  Hospital  is  chiefly  for  Maternity  work  for  Aldeburgh 
and  the  surrounding  districts.  Medical  and  Surgical  cases 
are  also  admitted  which  are  not  of  a septic  nature. 

The  following  tables  show  how  the  mothers  in  Aldeburgh  use  the 
Hospital  or  their  homes  for  Maternity  work  and  how  many  cases  come 
from  the  surrounding  districts  and  how  the  Nurses  act  as  Midwives  or 
Maternity  Nurses.

All  the  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sewer  are  connected,  out- 
side this  area  there  are  ninety-five  houses  with  cesspools  or 
septic  tanks.

No  alterations  have  been  made,  the  motor  refuse  vehicle 
continues  to  give  satisfaction.

HOUSING. 

In  July,  1986,  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  notified  that  we  had 
nine  families  who  were  overcrowded. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  this  was  reduced  to  one. 

One  on  account  of  a son  leaving  home. 

One  on  account  of  alterations  to  the  house. 

One  moved  to  another  house. 

Five  familes  were  admitted  to  the  Council  Houses  but  four  more 
cases  of  overcrowding  were  found,  making  a total  of  five  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  During  1937  one  new  case  of  overcrowding  was  found, 
making  a total  of  6 at  the  end  of  the  year.  Delay  in  providing  housing 
for  these  cases  has  occurred  through  the  protracted  proceedings 
necessary  in  using  compulsory  powers  for  the  purchase  of  a suitable 
site.

One  sample  of  milk  was  taken  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
and  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle. 

{b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  slaughterhouses  and  meat  shops  are  inspected  regularly  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(c)  Nutrition — Dissemination  of  Knowledge. 

We  have  taken  no  steps  to  disseminate  Public  Health  Knowledge 
since  we  held  a “Health  Week”  in  1926,  but  of  course  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  is  doing  good  work  in  this  direction. 

Section  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

We  have  had  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  three  of  which  were  sent 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  two  were  treated  at  home. 

Three  cases  of  Pneumonia  (with  one  death)  all  treated  at  home. 
Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  which  gave  rise  to  no  anxiety. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  B. 

This  was  a boy  aged  14  -who  had  been  staying  at  South  Walsham 
from  August  2nd  to  12th,  who  first  went  to  Godmanchester  and  then 
came  to  Aldeburgh  and  fell  ill  on  August  21st.  I ascertained  that  a 

Miss  P , aged  21,  who  was  staying  at  the  same  cottage  at  South 

Walsham  from  July  29th  to  August  15th  was  taken  ill  with  Para- 
typhoid B at  Streatley,  near  Luton,  on  August  17th. 

I communicated  with  the  M.O.H.  of  South  Walsham  and  Luton, 
and  was  informed  that  no  other  cases  of  Paratyphoid  had  been  reported. 
The  water  had  been  examined  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  consulted, 
but  the  cause  of  these  two  cases  was  not  discovered. 

The  case  here  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  everything 
done  as  regards  disinfection. 

Two  cases  of  Acute  Polio  Encephalitis. 

A boy  visitor,  aged  6,  was  taken  with  a slight  headache  on  July 
29th,  the  next  day  the  headache  became  intense,  on  81st  his  tempera- 
ture in  the  morning  was  102  and  103  in  the  evening  and  there  was  a 
retraction  of  one  eye.  On  August  1st  there  was  a general  loss  of 
reflexes  with  paralysis  of  neck  muscles  and  inability  to  swallow.  He 
was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  died  the  next  day. 

On  August  8th  a brother,  aged  10,  started  a slight  headache  and 
double  vision,  a temperature  of  102,  squint  of  right  eye  and  ptosis. 
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He  was  not  sent  to  Hospital  and  he  recovered  in  a week.  He  was  kept 
isolated  for  a mouth  and  returned  home  to  Beckenham  at  the  end  of 
that  time.  His  sister  did  not  catch  the  infection. 

There  was  a history  that  a playmate  was  in  the  Beckenham 
Hospital  suffering  from  Tubercular  Meningitis,  so  the  doctor  in  charge 
of  this  case  and  the  M.O.H.  were  communicated  with. 

Besides  Notifiable  Diseases. 

Measles  was  very  prevalent,  reducing  the  attendances  at  the 
Elementary  School  to  a percentage  of  85.8  compared  with  92.9  in  1934. 

Tubebculosis. 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  notified  during  the 
year,  this  was  a relapse  in  a Male  aged  47. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

One  Male,  aged  48,  Pulmonary. 

One  Female,  aged  25,  Pulmonary. 

One  Female,  aged  58,  Renal. 

All  these  cases  were  on  the  local  list  of  cases. 

Vaccination. 

15  successful  Primary  Vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Vaccina- 
tion Officers.

House  Refuse  Collection. 

There  is  no  alteration  since  last  year  in  the  system  of  house  refuse 
collection.  Your  refuse  lorry  hauled  566  7-cubic  yard  loads  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  and  travelled  2971  miles  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings. 

Of  the  four  houses  not  commenced  at  the  31st  day  of  Dee.,  1936, 
three  have  now  been  built. 

Plans  of  10  new  houses  were  approved  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee during  the  year  of  which  5 were  completed  ; two  were  in  course 
of  construction  and  3 were  not  started  when  the  year  closed. 

Plans  of  8 other  new  buildings  were  approved. 

15  plans  of  alterations  were  approved. 

Miscellaneous. 

During  the  year  the  Sluice  in  the  river  wall  was  reconstructed  in 
concrete. 

The  Sea  Defence  Works  were  planned  and  the  work  put  in  hand, 
but  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A Survey  and  Estimate  for  the  making  up  of  Aide  Lane  private 
Street  was  prepared. 

Main  Drainage. 

Your  Sewerage  system  is  inspected  at  each  manhole  regularly 
every  week  as  heretofore,  and  from  one  to  two  cart  loads  of  water  are 
regularly  flushed  into  each  manhole  monthly. 

In  Conclusion. 

This  report  again  gives  me  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  given  to  me  by  the  Town 
Council  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  and  my  thanks  to  the  other 
officers  of  the  Town  Council  for  their  valuable  co-operation.
